A recent development in finance is the application of the economic 
theory of agency to various aspects of the firm.

Empirical tests for the incentive effects of percentage commissions on 
both home selling price and time on market are conducted. No selling price 
effect is found. This is consistent with sellers having a MAP. No time on 
market effect is found. This is inconsistent with the theory and can be 
explained by market forces not captured in the model.
